World Oil Monopoly. 
Planned By Britain, 
Wilson Tells Senate

OIL CONTROL SOUGHT 
IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES 


Representations Made to 

Britain About Restric- 
tions on Qil Developé 
ment in Occupied Sec- 
tions of Turkey. 


Washington, May 17.—Exclusion 
of aliens from control of oil re- 
sources within the empire, govern- 
ment aid in developing new sup- 
plies in other countries and_re- 


strictions against disposal of oil 
stocks now held by British nation- 
als are outstanding features of 
Great Britain’s petroleum policy, 
the senate was informed today by 
President Wilson. 

The information, given in the 
form of a special report from the 
state department, Wamjn answer to 
a senate resolution asking that dis- 
abilities attached to American par- 
ticipation in petroleum resources 
of the world, the governmental pol- 
icy of Great Britain, the report add- 
ed, also contemplated financial and 
technical aid to pioneer companies. 

Representations Made. | 

The senate. resolution, introduced 
by Senator Gore, democrat, Okla- 
homa, requested the president also 
to say what diplomatic efforts had 
been made to remove the restric- 
tions upon participation in oil de- 
veiopments .by Americans elsewhere 
than in the United. States... posh 


on oil rupepeevere- A in the occupied 
Secthail of Turkey, the report said, 
an® had been mét with assurances 
that no discrimination ~ dgainst 
Americans would be’ allowed. With 
regard to Mexico, the department 
reported .the last mote of warning.

Organization of the United States 
Oil Corporation, modeled on the 
plan of the shipping board, to en- 
courage and stimulate Jevelupment 
by Americans of oil lands outside 
the United States, would be author- 
ized under a resolution introduced 
today by Senator Phelan, democrat, 
California. 

The corporation would be con- 
trolled by nine directors, appointed 
by the president, ownership of stock 
being restricted to American citi- 


gration Officials Believe pzens. The goveynment would re- 


tain a preferential right to take 
ovér all or any part of the product 
for its own use. , 

Senator Phelan, inintroducing the 
resolution, cited the efforts peiag 
made by Great Britain to assist her 
nationals in the development of new 
oil Tesources. England now con- 
trols 60 per cent of the “oil poten- 
tialities” of the world, he said.

RICH BOOTY CAPTURED 
_ BY THE REBEL FORCES |. 


Many Trains Loadéd 
‘With Valuables. Were 
Taken, Although Car- 
ranza Had Ordered Them 
Burned—Rebels in Hot 
Pursuit of Fugitive. 


Mexico City, May "17. —Following | 
receipt of dispatches describing the. 
Stand of the Carranzistas, 
which in some respects read like a 
scenario for a comic movie film. 
word was received here today that 
“First Chief” Carranza was report- 
ed to have reached Tetela de Ocam- 
pe, State of Puebla, in his fight be- 
fore the revolutionary forces. Car- 
ranga was said to have about 1,090 
soldiers with him. 

Indicative of Carranza’s desire to 
be well protected financially in his 
flight, the Obregon governrment an- 
nounced that in capturing the presi- 
dential train the revolutionaries re- 
covered the following: 

Fifteen million pesos 
coins. 

Sixty Litinhsia pesos 
and broyze. 

Enormous molds of silver bars 
and bags of silver coins. 

When Carranza ordered his trains 
set fire as the revolutionists closed 
in, the archives of the statae depart- 
ament were burned, -it was an- 
nounced. All effects of the deposed 
president's private office were also 
destroyed, including valuable oil 
and mining papers. 

The first con::. ent of civilian 
prisoners who were captured during 
the fighting betweeh Carranzista 
and revolutionary forces arrived in 
Mexico City today. They were im- 
mediately released by the new gouv- 
ernment. 

Comedy and Tragedy Mingled. 

The tragi-comic scenes attending 

Carranza’s last stand at Rinconda:; 
the demoralization and utter confu- 
sion of his little command; the 
shrieking tumult of former bold 
cabinet officers, and the disordered 
flight of his soldiery are just com- 
ing to light in stories filtering back 
to the capital from the “battle” 
front. 
( The once debonair chief of staff, 
27-year-ol@ Barrangan, Carranza’s 
pet cizicer, whose chief aim in life 
was to pose in new uniforms for the 
ladies—vainly trying to crank a 
Ford to make his getaway, was one 
sidelight on the scene, 

Bonillas, formerly ambassador to 
Washington, and erstwhile candi- 
Gate for the presidency, shrieking. 
“a thousand’ pesos for a horse!” and 
the first chief himself offering his 
mercenaries 20 pesos a day if they 
would remain and fight—these 
were Attendant pictures.

Service. Boards to Aid 
Government in Lifting 
Burden. 


Washington, May 17.—The inter- 
state commerce commission took its 
first step toward toward breaking 
the freight blockade. 

Telegraphic appeals were sent to 
all‘state railroad and public service 
commissions, ufging them to join 
hands with the government in lift- 
ing the burden, white tne commis- 
sion’s force, of inspectors was put 
to work to help. get: accurate data 
respecting conditiens at critical 
points, 

Practically all of the several hun- 
dred inspectors were assigned to aid 
in surveying traffic conditions at 
important gateways whep¢ the flow 
of freight traffic has @ gged. The 
commission also expected to be fully 
informed on the terminal situation 
at all cities by tomorrow night. 

» Members of the commission recog- 
nized that the present crisis would 
provide a real test for the new 
transportation act and, likewise, 
that the ‘emergency clauses must 
measure up to the claims of their. 
staunchest supporters if freight is 
again set moving smoothly 
throughout the country. | , 
Increasing Complaints. 


With increasing complaints from. 


shippers and requests for assistance 
from the. railroads themselves, the 
commission is understodd to have 
determined to gm into the freight 
tie-up with hammer and tongs. Of- 
ficials, however, urged patience on 
the part of those watching for im- 
mediate results since it may re- 
quire days, and even weeks, to start 
anything like a resumption of nor- 
mal transportation service. 

In its first attempts at freeing 
the maze of rail equipment, the com- 
mission, probably will deal with 
local situations in the various cities 
through individual roads. This was 
expected to last, however, only un- 
til a general scheme can be worked 
out by which priorities and embar- 
goes can be employed to restrain 
the on-rushing stream of commodi- 
ties waiting at every station.

In a petition directed to Will H. 
Hays, as chairman of the repub- 
lican party organization, and pre- 
sented recently by a delegation of 
teachers headed by Judson F. 
Wright, president of the New' York 
State Teachers’ association; Wil- 
liam F. MeCoy, chairman of the 
Illinois schools committee, and-C. 
H. Jones, president of the New 
York Principals’ association, the 
public school-instructors of Illinois 
and New York, 85,000 in number, 
declare that “more than 30,000 rural 
schools in the United States are 
without teachers,” and that “the de- 
sertion of farms is largely due to 
removal of farmers to cities where 
they can get decent schooling for 
their children.” 

“No schools, no farms,” they say, 
is the battle-cry “of an unnoticed 
strike of farmers” against rural life 
throughout a nation, the average 
yearly salary of whose school teach- 
ers in 1919 was only $634! 

The action of these teachers is 
said to be in line with a general 
movement to induce both of the 
major political parties to insert in 
their respective platforms this 
Summer a plank in behalf of. im- 
proved educational facilities and 
better pay for teachers. 

There is much truth in what The 
Woman Citizen says editorially in 
comment upon this movement, to 
the effect that “the gravity of 
the educational situation menaces 
every phase of American life.” 

And, because women comprise 
approximately 80 per cent of the 
educational forces of the country— 
women who, in most of the states, 
are not voters, and who, in many 
of the states, are debarred from 
voting even upon local school ques- 
tions—The Woman Citizén argues 
with plausibility that “it (the edu- 
cational situation) gives the coming 
enfranchisement of women a he 
significance.” ' 

Dr. Claxton, national commission- 
er of education, recently declared 
that in the United States the aver- 
age amount of money spent upon 
the education of each school pupi) 
is $495, not per year, but for the 
child’s entire school education! — 
whioh amount includes not only the 
teachers’ salaries, but those’ of 
school janitors, the cost of books 
and equipment and the up-keep.and 
maintenance of public school build- 
ings and grounds. 

“Whatever may be our view of 

military preparedness,” writes a 
contributor to The Woman Citi- 
zen— 
“Every thoughtful woman will say 
that there is here a lack of pre- 
paredness in a matter the most fun- 
dame-tal and vital—the preparation 
of the children for the battle of 
life.” 

Thus has this question of teach- 
ers’ pay and the cost of our chil- 
dren’s education entirely outgrown 
the status of a problem of purely 
local importance, and become a na- 
tion-wide issue of paramount signifi- 
cance.

Turk Goes Out of Europe

Two circumstances stand out in has for more than six centuries in- 


the terms of the Turkish treaty 
which have just been made public. 
There has been something approxi- 
mating a liquidation of the Turkish 
empire in Europe. By contrast, al- 


lied statesmanship has once more 
fallen back upon the old policy of 
compromise and procrastination, so 
far as the Osmanli estate in Asia 
is concerned. 


The fact that the sultan is per- 
mitted to remain in Constantinople 
under certain restraints. and condi- 


tions really has little significance, 
What is left of Turkey-in-Europe is 
the peninsula on which Constanti- 
nople rises. Turkey has shrunk to 
exactly those limits which existed at 
the moment when, following the 
opening of the first Balkan war, 
just eight years ago, the victorious 
Bulgar armies came _ thundering 
down to the Chatalja lines. What 
was the firing line in 1912 has now 
hecome the frontier in 1920. 


Within those frontiers the Turk is, 
in reality, a prisoner. Every foot of 
the European teritory left him is 


within range of the fleets of the al- 
lies, both from the Black sea and 
the Sea of Marmora. In point of 
fact it is the sultan, as the ingeritor 
of the religious and not the pdlitical 
prerogatives of his predecessors, 
who is now to be maintained. His 
position,~ too, must suggest very 
strikingly that of the pope, after 
the last of the wars which brought 
Italian unity. Byzantium becomes, 
after a fashion, a magnified vati- 
can, inhabited by a great religious 
potentate, whose temporal power 
has been forcibly taken away. 
Goes Out of Europe. 

Thus, after seven centuries, the 
Turk goes out of Europe, leaving 
behind him, in an odd fashion, the 
races which he submerged when he 
broke like an engulfing. wave into 
the European world. The Serb, the 
Bulgar, the Magyar, the Rumanian, 
all his victims in the remoter past, 
are free again, free, unhappily, to 
resume their old quarrels, which 
contributed so much to Turkish suc- 
cess in the beginning, while the 
Greek regains what had been his, in 
the more prosperous days of the By- 
zantime empire, Adrianople, Saloni- 
ca, the coasts and islands of the 
Aegean. 

Yet the very recent history of 
Adrianople is a grim reminder of 
how transitory are contemporary 


frontiers in the Balkans..In 1912 
it was Turkish, as it had been for 
more than six centuries. But the 
next year saw it fa]l to the Bulga- 
rians, actually taken through the 
aid of the Serbs and then, the Serbs‘ 
and Bulgarians quarreling, pass 
again into Turkish hands. 


It is only seven years ago that 
the world was eagerly discussing 
the Enos-Midia line, which was to 


extend from the Aegean to the Black 
sea and separate Turkey from the 
new Bulgaria. In that time the con- 
ference of London solemnly assigned 
Kavala as well as Adrianople to the 
Bulgarians and Serb and Greek con- 
sented. But Ferdinand of Bulgaria 
could neither resign the temptation 
to enter Constantinople as a con- 
queror nor accept the Greek occupa- 


tion of Salonica as permanent. | 


The result has been fatal to Bul- 
garia, which of all the Balkan states 
had the best chance and the most 


external support. Before the con- 
gress of Berlin the treaty of San 
Stefano assigned to Bulgaria two- 
thirds of the Balkan peninsula. Brit- 
ain blocked this at Berlin, but time 
seemed still to fight for the Bul- 
gar. In 1912 everything was within 
his hands, all Phat was required was 
a little moderation, one man of real 
statesmanlike capacity, who, like 
Vehizelos, could surrender some- 
thing doubtful to be assured of 
something certain. 
Bulgaria Loses All. 

Today Bulgaria is where she stood 
a generation ago. She hae lost all. 
Rumania has taken the southern 
Dobrudja, which’ was assigned to 
Bulgaria at Berlin. Serbia has 
Macedonia, in which Bulgar agents 
have worked.for more than thirty 
years. The Greeks have Salonica and 
all the A@gean coast eastward to 
Gallipoli, they have all of Thrace 
and Adrianople. They have. if the 
international system now proposed 
for Constantinople fails, the best 
chance of obtaining that city itself. 

But what is most interesting, aft- 


er all, is the fashion in which the 


ethnic fragments have reappeared | 


as the Turkish wave has receded. The 


Turk has conquéred, he has not as- 
similated. He advanced to the walls 
of Vienna. where a Polish army 
halted him, but year by year, as his 
power waned, another etanic group 
re-emerged,. as land reanpears, 
when a finod begins to ebb He 
has camped in Europe and his stay

terrupted the developmnent of the 
Balkan peoples, But for the Turk, 


the Serb and the Bulgar, might 
have kept pace with the Englishe 
man and the Frenchman, in nae 
tional development. Five centuries 
ago, under Dushan, Serbia was a 
progressive nation, Nearly a thou- 
sand years ago, Bulgaria gave 
promise of a far shining future, 
As for the Greek, he has best sur- 
vived the long night because he 
knew best how to adapt himself to 
the tyrant. 


Of all the European wars which 
extend from the fall of Napoleon 
to the flight of William II., most 


have had their origin or their oc- 
casion in the Balkans and the last 
and mightiest is no exception, The 
Eastern question has wrecked the 
Romanoff and Hapsburg empires, it 
has dragged the. Hohenzollern down: 
with the others,. And the odd and 
ironical circumstances is that while 
the great powers have ruined them- 
selves and each other by their rival- 
ries, it has been thé little peoples, 
the Balkan races, which have, in 
the end won the prize. Austria 
pushed Bulgaria against: Serbia, as 
a move against Russia, Russia coun- 
tered by supporting Serbia, Ruma- 
nia was a soldier first of the czar 
against the sultain and then of the 
kaisers against the czar, but czar 
kaisers, even the sultan have cease 
to be forces, while the Serb, the 
Greek, the Rumanian, the Bulgar 
remain. 
The Balkans Localized. 

The curious may take down their 
historical atlases, turn to maps 
showing the Near East a thousand 


years ago and find suggestions of 
the frontiers which are now being 
laid down again. In a sense the 
Eastern question has reverted to an 
older stage. The Balkans have 
ceased to be the battleground of 
great powers, they have become, 
again, the field of conflict of the 
inhabitants themselves. A quarrei 
between the Bulgar and the Greek, 
between the Serb and Rumanain. 
will tomorrow have far less evil 
significance in Paris, London and 
Rome than a decade ago. It will 
have none whatever in Vienna, Ber- 
lin or Petrograd. So much is clear 
gain, to this degree the world war 
has “localized” the Balkans. 

To be sure Constantinople remains, 
as it has been from the very dawn 
of history a problem for world poli- 


tics. International control will 
score its first success after many 
failures, if it achieves anything 
lasting at the Golden Horn. But 
granted the limitations of the meth- 
od, there is little real danger that 
Britain and France or Italy and 
France will fight each other for 
possessions of the Straits and a 
Greek solution remains always at 
hand. 

In any event the departure of 
the Turk from Europe, save as he 
lingers politically impotent under 
the guns of allied warships in the 


Golden Horn, marks the end of a 
long period in history. It means 
the extinction of one of the most 
dangerous perils threatening world 
peace, it may not impossibly herald 
the opening of an area, in which 
the ‘melting of the snows in the 
Balkans will not bring apprehension» 
to every European chancellerie.

The Coca-Cola company wags pre- 
paring Monday to fight to a finish 
the amendment to the original] pe- 
tition to the bottlers, in which they 
claim an equitable right in the 
formula and trade mark of coca- 
cola. 

The entire morning session was 
taken up with the reading of the 
original plea for injunction ard the 
answer of the Coca-Cola cempany; 
the demurrer of the Coca-Cola com- 
pany and the intervention of the 
subsidiary bottlers. 

The evidence will be. submitted 
in deposition form. For the past 
month the testimony has been taken 
before a specail commissioner, Har- 
vey L. Parry. 

The bottlers were represented by 
King & Spalding, John A. Sibley be- 
ing in court for that firm; Luther 
Z. Rosser, Charles T. Hopkins, Ben 
Z. Phillips and Frank Spurlock, of 
Chattanooga. Among the prominent 
supporters of the bottlers’ cause at- 
tending the trial were J. T. Lupton, 
of Chattanooga, president of the 
Coca-Cola Bottling company; Veazy 
Rainwater, secretary of the com- 
pany, and Conkey Whitehead, a 
large stockholder. 

The Cola-Cola company was rep- 
resented by Harold Hirsch and ‘ 
D. Thomeon, of Candler, Thomson & 
Hirsch, Robert C. Alston, Clifford L. 
Anderson and Judge Sam Adamszg, of 
Savannah. Present also were C, 
Howard Candler, chairman of the

Chicago, May 17;—Nine men today 

started to figure the price of pota- 
toes, baby shoes and coal for two 
million men. 

These nine men—the railroad 
labor board—will determine whether 
the two million men—the railroad 
employees—need one billion dollars 
more annually than they are now re- 
ceiving to emerge from the fight 
against living costs with full stom- 
achs, healthy families and com- 
fortable homes. 

They listened to one man, repre- 
senting all of the railroads, when 
he told them he was instructed to 
say for the railroads of the United 
States that while the 2,000,000 men 
would need rimre dollars than they 
are getting to buy potatoes, baby 
shoes and coal, it should not amount 
to one billion dollars more a year. 
He said he figured potatoes and 
other prices were going down. 

The Billion Dollar Boost. 

If the board decides in favor of 
the billion dollar boost, he said, it 
will be necessary to advance freight 
rates 8 per cent for every $100,000,- 
000 increase in wages to the men, 
One billion dollars in increases, he 
said, would then mean a 30 per cent 
freight rate adva and this, in ad- 
dition to a 28 cent increase de- 
mand now beforé the interstate com- 
merce commission for past wage in- 
creases. ; : 

To boost freight rates 50 per cent, 
he said, wquid hit everybody's pock- 
etbood and be a bad, though neces- 
sary, business. 

This is the proposition nine citi- 
gens tackled when the hearings on 
the railroad wage increase demands 
opened here. 

On one side representatives of a 
great host of workers handed them 
figures to show they could not live 
on the current wages. gee 

On the other side, the most im- 
portant business in the country 

anded them other figurd4s to show 

that they should not be asked to pay 
one billion dollars more in wages 
annually, although they were will- 
ing to come part way, 

If a decision is not reached soon, 
it is predicted, a general transportg- 
tion tle-up is inevitable. 

In a rear seat at the hearing was 
a railroad worker with his overcoat 
buttoned tight about hig neck, pos- 
sibly because he did not havye.a col- 
lar. He hung on every word said 
and looked worried. 

In a front seat was an executive 
of the carriers. who talked,of bil- 
lions in an offhand way. He looked 
exactly as.sworried as the collariless 
workmgaials 

The labor board looked at both 
men and they, too, appeared wor- 
ried. 

That the railroad employees will 
get a substantial increase is fore- 
seen by both brotherhood executives 
and railroad representatives. 

Advance Ought to Be Granted... 

“Wage advance ought to _ be 
granted to many railroad workers 
to enable them to meet the high cost 
of living.” said EB. T. Whiter, chair- 
man of the conference committee of 
railroad managers, in his opening 
statement to the board. “We are 
not here as opponents of the repre- 
sentatives of the railroad employees. 
We are here in good faith to assist 
your board to grapple understand- 
ingly with the vast and complex 
problem that has been presented to 
you for decision. 

“We appreciate tnat the Increases 
received by some employees in the 
last five years have not been com- 
mensurate with the increases in the 
cost of living.

.The brotherhood leaders will in- 
troduce an equally great mass of ex- 
hibits to prove that a majority of 
the 2,000,000 railroad employees are 
receiving less’ than the minimum 
“living wage.” 

The railroad labor board is ex- 
pected to complete its deMberations 
on ‘the complex problem by June, 
when a decision is expected. 


DANELS FIGHTS 
STAFF FOR NAVY 


Secretary Says Certain 
Officers, Led .by. Ad- 
miral Sims, Want to 
“Prussianize” the Navy. 


Washington, May 17.—Desire “to 
Prussianize the navy. department” 
was ascribed by Secretary Daniels 
today as one of Admiral 
underlying motives in criticising 
the department’s conduct of the 
war. The secretary testifying be- 
fore the senate investigating com- 
mittee also charged that most of 
the testimony supporting Admiral 
Sims’ position was from officers 
who wished fo remove civilian con- 
trol of the navy department and 
make the secretary “a rubber 
stamp.” 

“The original charges showed 
hostility to certain officers and a 
Gesire te damage the ranking of- 
ficers who directed the operations 
during the war," said Mr. Daniels, 
speaking Of Admiral Sims’ critical 
letter of January 7, “and the evi- 
dence has disclosed a desire to mis- 
represent the gecretary of the navy 
because he was. not a rubber stamp 
secretary. But deeper than egotism 
and prejudice you will find a deep- 
to organize 
the navy department upon the ap- 
proved Prussian plan by giving all 
power to the military and taking 
all away from the civilian.” 

On the German Model. 

Mr. Daniels said if the committee 
desired to raise the general staff 
issue, he was willing to go to the 
country with it. If congress approved 
the plan, he declared, would “create 
a general staff on the German model 
and name some Von Tirp itzto rule 
the navy,” make an admiral secre- 
tary and member of the cabinet and 
civilians ineligible for the post, but 
should “not put some Sims in contro! 
of t.. navy with a nominal civilian 
secretary as his clerk, messenger 
and rubber stamp.” 

“Most-.of those who advocate this 
radical departure seek to camou- 


flage their Prussian ideas,” the sec- 
detary said. “They gay they do fa- 
vor a civilian secretary and Rave no 
thought of a naval officer for secre- 
tary. What the ydesire is a civilian 
rubber stamp..secretary, with no 
power exceptto draw his salary and 
‘sign here’ when the miljtary chief- 
tains tell him where to affix his 
name.”’ 

Mr, Daniels asserted that all re- 
cent secretaries had been confronted 
with a struggle to keep the navy 
under civilian control, and quoted 
from former Sevretaries Welles, 
Long, and Meyer and former Assist- 
ant Secretary Darling to show the 
strenuous efforts they found neces- 
sary to put forth to keep authority 
in the ands of the civilian secre- 
tary. 

About the only piece of advice 
former Secretary George von lL, 
Meyer gave him when he succeeded 
him, Mr. Daniels asserted, was the. 
admonition that there were officers 
in the navy who wished less power 
for the civilian secretary and more 
for themselves. 

“Power lies here,” Mr. Daniels 
said Meyer told him as he pointed to 
the secretarys’ desk, “and it should 
remain: here,” 

Daniels Attacks Fiske. 

He did not fully understand what 
his predecessor meant until a few 
months later when “Admiral Fiske 
and other disciples or tne Von Tir- 
pitz systém of naval control, sought 
to organize the American navy on 
the Prussian plan,” Secretary Dan- 
iels said. | 

Mr. Daniels reviewed his rela- 
tions with Rear Admirals Fiske and 
Fullam, retired, formerly his aides. 
Admiral Fiske, he asserted, “in 
combination with six other subor- 
dinate officers in the department 
and a member of congress who was 
a former officer in the navy” un- 
dertook “surreptitiously and _  se- 
cretly’ to impose his ideas as to 
duties. of the chief of naval opera- 
tions. 

“Admiral Fiske’s surreptitious 
legislation, had it passed,” the sec- 
retary added, “would have put an 
officer of the navy in a position 
where he would have had the pow- 
er and authority of the Prussian 
chief of staff, Von Tirpitz, and the 
kaiser himself combined in one.” 

Mr. Daniels devoted much of the 
day to a review of the work of the 
navy’s supply system in the war 
and to an extensive resume of the 
controversy that followed his 
famous order banishing liquors 
from the officers’ messes. 


Anglo-Jap Treaty 
To Prevent Britain 
Warring With U. S. 


London, May 17.—The new Anglo- 
Japanese treaty will prevent any 
possibility of Great Britain being 
drawn into war with the United 
States in event of trouble between 
Japan and America, according to 
statements from an authoritative 
source today. 

The Japanese and British foreign 
offices are now preparing amend- 
ments for inclusion in the new 
treaty which is being drawn. 

The amendment with which Brit- 
ian is greatest concerned is one 
covering Article 4. This article 
provides that England and Japan 
decline to go to war in defense of 
the other, against nations with 
which they have arbitration trea- 
ties. The British foreign office 
proposes to make it clear that this 
covers the Anglo-American treaty, 
signed in 1914, which became effec- 
tive subsequent to the signing of 
the original treaty with Japan. 
England has always insisted that 
this article covered the United 
States, but changes made in Article 
4 will make this more explicit.

London, May 17.—The long-silent 
soviet wireless in Moscow today an- 
nounced the launching of a bol- 
shevik offensive. in the region of 
Kief.

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PACKING IRELAND! 


England Sends Reinforce- 
ments— Troops to Be 
Stationed All Over the 
Island—More Rioting at 
Londonderry. 


Cork, May 17.—Two thousand 
troops from England were lagMed at 
Bantry on Saturday and immediate- 
ly distributed throughout West 
Cork, where they will be stationed 
at points five miles apart. Troops 
to the number of 150 also arrived at 
Skibbereen. They commandeered 
several buildings there, ' including 
the town hall, which was made their 
headquarters. 

Thomas Johnson, the acting secre- 
tary of the trades union, declared at 


a labor meeting in the city hall yes- 
terday that the workers of Ireland 
had no intention of establishing 
such a republic as that in America, 
where the very idea of persona! lib- 
erty was unknown, he said, and 
where men and women were sen- 
tenced to long terms of imprison- 
ment for daring to say that America 
was not a land of freedom. | 


London, May 17.—Questioned in 
the house of commons today on the 
number of troops being sent to Ire- 
land, Andrew Bonar Law, the gov- 
ernment leader, replied: " 

“I have no information to give on 
the subject, but we are sending and 
shall send whatever troops are 
asked for by the Irish executive.” 


MORE OUTBREAKS 
AT LONDONDERRY. 


Londonderry, May 17.—-Londonder- 
ry, after two nights of rioting, was 
again the scene of riotous demon- 
Strations today. The city was in a 
state of high tension, and hundreds 
of men remained away from their 
work, walking /about the streets, 
where mrany individual encounters 
occurred between Sinn Feiners and 
unionists, There was a stone throw- 
ing by the crowds to some extent, 
and at one point Sinn Feiners, the 
police reported, fired shots at two 
unionist ex-soldiers, but missed 
their mark. 

Hundreds of the military. with 
machine guns, and police with rifles, 
were ordered to the usual danger 
point, between Bridge and Fountain. 
streets. 

Rioting last night between na- 
tionalist and unionist mobs wags 
even fiercer than Saturday’s fight- 
ing. Bottles, bricks and pistols 
were again freely employed by the 
combatants and many more shop 
windows were broken. 

Groups of men and women in the 
unionist quarter of Fountain street 
and similar groups in the Sinn Fein 
quarter of the Bridge street follow- 
ed an exchange of party cries with 
stone and bottle throwing. Then 
more than 100 revolver shots fol- 
lowed. 
of a former soldier named Doherty, 
three others were wounded. When 
the hostilities broke out the police 
in the disturbed area were with- 
drawn and for a few hours mob law 
was supreme. 

Prayed as He Died. 

Dowerty beeen tangs along Or- 
chard street with a friend when a 
shot rang out, He ran some dis- 
tance and then fell and was car- 
ried into a nearby house by some 
girls. As the last rites of the 
chureh were administered the 
crowd outside knelt and repeated 
the prayers. 

Armed and masked men who held 
Carlisle bridge as a sort of “no 
man’s land” Saturday night, took 
possession again Sunday night and 
there was indiscriminate revolver 
shooting.’ Nationalists who pre- 
viously had used the bridge to 
reach the water side were compell- 
ed to employ rowboats. 

While nionist workers were 
leaving the Londonderry gas works 
this evening they were attacked by 
a mob and maltreated. 

The magistrates have advised all 
public houses to close from 
o’clock in the afternoon to 10 
o’clock at night. 

A verdict of wilful murder has 
been returned against unknown 
persons by the jury which investj- 
gated the killing of Sergeant Mo- 
roney yesterday. 


London, May 17.—A large force 
of troops arrived Monday evening 
in Londonderry; says a dispatch to 
The Daily Mail. The disturbed 
areas of the city are well cordoned 
and crowds are not allowed to as- 
semble. The dispatcH adds that the 
magistrates have decided to pro- 
claim a state of martial law. 
COUNTESS APPEARS 
IN TRISH UNIFORM. 

Dublin, May 17.—Countess Geor- 
gia Markievicz, Sinn Fein member 
of parliament for the St. Patrick's 
division of Dublin, whose where- 
vbouts has long been a mystery, 
made a theatrical. reappearance 
clad in a commandant’s uniform 
yesterday at an open air meeting in 
Croker park in memory of the mem- 
bers of the Irish republican parlia- 
ment who were executed after or 
killed during the rebellion of 1916. 

The countess delivered an ad- 
dress, in which she appealed for 
support for Irish industries. 

It is recalled that, the police on 
March 12 raided the residence of 
Mrs. Eamonn de Valera, wife of 
the Sinn Fein leader, in search of 
the countess. '

The evacuation of Mexico City’ by 
the Carranza administration was 
both dramatic and ludierous. It 
would have been described by mili- 
tary critics as a “disorderly flight.” 
but by ordinary Americans as a 
“quick getaway.” 

Great Confusion Prevailed. 

Great confusion prevailed at the 
railway stations, where. the rélling 
Stock had been concentrated for 
Several days preparatory for the 
fitgeht. 

While it was attempted to keep 
the intended departure a secret, ap- 
parently every one was notified so 
that within a few hours the entire 
capital was aware of the govern- 
ment’s plan. It was generally said 
Carranza hoped to remain until May 
10 to collect several million pesos 
in government revenue due that 
day. The close approach of the rev- 
Olutionary forcés from Ptebla and 
Morelos, however, made quick de- 
parture imperative. 

About 10,000 troops sallied forth 
on May 9 to guard the route to 
Vera Cruz. 

The city of Vera Cruz was to be 
turned into the capital of the re- 
public and those desiring to accom- 
pany the president to,.that seaport 
were to be taken aboard more than 
a dozen trains held in the railroad 
yards. Thousands took advantage 
of the opportunity, members of 
government bureaus as well as 
leading civilian supporters of the 
government hurrying excitedly for 
the trains, carrying food, bundles 
of clothing, trunks, crying children, 
dogs and various other impedi- 
ments. 

Dumped on Cars. 
™Railway officials led . scores of 
porters’ carrying records. Officials 
of government departments shep- 
herded long lines of expressmen 
carrying government records’ and 
office furniture, all of which were 
passenger coaches 
or on flat cars between artillery. 
Other porters were seen bound for 
the humble parts of the city, load- 
ed with costly office fixtures which 
later probably will be sold to sec- 
ondshand. dealers. 

Before the trains’ started they 
were jammed with soldiers with 
their women, camp followers and 
minor officials, together with all 
sorts of furniture and other goods, 
some of great value. When_ the 
trains finally moved a great tumult 
of shrieks and wails arose from 
those left behind and others bid- 
ding good-by to friends and rela- 
tives. 

The fate of these thousands -of 
refugees on Tuesday remained a 
matter of doubt. It is known that 
at least a dozen Ameritans depart- 
ed on these trains, hoping to reach 
Vera Cruz and leave the country. 
several Americans were known’ to 
have fled from the last two trains 
which met disaster at Guadalupe 
Hildago, a suburb, when an engine 
from the last train ran into the 


rear of the preceding one, causing 
more than two score deaths.
